Clue To Unsolved Mystery 


McMillan Expsiition Finds Traces 
Of Frobisher Party, Lost In 
1576 
A clue to an unsolved mystery of 
nearly 400 years’ standing—the fate 
of five men left on Kadlunarn Is: 
land by Sir Martin Frobisher in 
1576—1s reported by Donald B, Mac- 
Millan, on his return here from over 


two months’ exploration voyage to 
Baffin Land. 


On an island on Countess Warwick 
Sound, the famous explorer discover- 
ed an ancient stone house which the 
Eskimos said was the work of white 
men, Inside were the bones of a 
bear and other evidence that it had 
been used as a shelter, The age of 
the moss and other particulars 
pointed to the dwelling being con- 
temporary with Frobisher, 

Kadlunarn was also visited and 
there the party found, in a very 
fair state of preservation, the house 
built by Frobisher in Queen Eliza- 
beth’s day. Digging in the earth 
floor, they discovered some pottery 
and other relics belonging to that 
period; also traces of the ship-ways 
down which the intrepid explorers 
launched the boats they built after 
their ships were crushed in by ice. 

It was hitherto supposed that the 
five men left behind by Frobisher on 
one of his three voyages made at- 
tempts to build a fort to protect the 
supposed gold mines and had been 
killed by Eskimos. Careful enquiry 
among the natives reveals a tradi- 
tion that the white men were not 
slain, but built a big boat and set 
out on their perilous return to Eng- 
land, 

The relics now found by MacMil- 
lan fhdicate that they had proceeded 
only about fifty miles when their 
frail craft was crushed by icebergs, 
and one or more escaped ashore and 
built the shelter in Countess War- 
wick Sound.

The setting up of the organization of the League of Nations had, as its 
main object, the removal of those racial religious, economic and political 
animosities and suspicions which kept the nations of the world, and par- 
ticularly the nations of Europe, in constant turmoil and ever on the verge 
of war, Because of the bitterness and suspicions thus kept alive and active, 


fll nations armed to the teeth, one against another, while a multitude of | 
restrictions and prohibitions to international intercourse were established. 


Not only were national boundaries marked by lines of fortifications, | 
maintained, passports were | 
required of people passing across boundary lines, different gauges were | 
built by railways, customs posts established everywhere, and hostile tariffs | 


but intricate systems of espionage were 


finposed by one country upon the products of other countries, 

Thus were the people of cach country kept warned against the possible 
eninity of other countries, suspicions were never allowed to die down, a 
constant state of friction prevailed, and strife was uppermost in every 
mind, 

It was as inevitable as the rising of the sun that such a state of mina 
among the peoples of the world must end in some gigantic conflict. It came 
in 1914, and all but ruined mankind, and nearly destroyed civilization, The 
statesmen of the world realized that unless something was done to remove 
these suspicions and causes of friction, it would be only a matter of time 
until another and still more colossal struggle would take place. 

When it became operative, the League of Nations further realized 
that, if disarmament was to be brought about, armies and navies reduced, 
and the huge drain on mankind for warlike purposes ended, the real causes 
of war must be removed, suspicions lulled, and a true understanding 
devcloped among all people. In other words, that a proper spirit of interna- 
tional goodwill must replace the existing narrow and blatent nationalism 
rampant everywhere. 

The League, therefore, set up the International Labor Office, with tne 
object of improving the lot of workers in all countries, and to raise the 
standard of living of the masses of the people everywhere, realizing that, if 
people are contented and happy, and living under a fairly high standard, 


they will not be suspicious or jealous of others, nor quite so ready to plunge | 


into war to better their own condition, 

fn like manner, the League has devoted its attention to many causes or 
sorrow and unrest in the world, and it is persistently seeking improvement 
in ail departments of the world’s work and methods of living. 

!t is because of many really great achievements in these directions, 
coupled with the horrors of the last war, that the minds of all people are 
today more open to receive and support plans for disarmament, and that, 
with the passing of the years, the prospects for permanent world peace 
become brighter. 

World statesmen are now convinced that the greatest aanger to the 


world peace is to be found in the realm of economics, in the rivalries of 


nativns in the field of trade and commerce, This is the age of big business, 
the age of mechanics, mass production, and of endeavour to sell the surplus

While many useful products are 
now made from former farm waste,, 
such as straw, cornstalks, cotton 
seed, and so on, there is still a wide 
field for further utilization of such 
material which is being expxlored by 
scientists,

ducts of many industrial operation? 
practically represent the profits of 
the plants. Whenever science en- 
ables the farmer to convert his waste 
material to profitable use the agricul- 
tural situation will doubtless be im- 
proved, e 

In secking means for doing this the 
Department of Agriculture is employ- 
ing capable chemists and other scien- 
tists continually. The success which 
has atended their efforts in recent 
years gives much promise for an ul- 
timate satisfactory solution of the 
farm waste problem,

MORE PORK AND MILK 


Some interesting facts concerning 
the nation’s cating habits are con- 
tained in an address by O. E, Baker 
of the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, particularly with respect to the 
large per capita increase in the con- 
sumption of pork and milk. 

During the past 26 
amount of pork eaten 
has increased about 
while the consumption 
increased 12 per cent. On the other 
hand, wheat flour has decreased 
over 20 per cent and corn meal over 
60 per cent. 

Commenting on this, Mr. Baker 
notes that. among all farm animals 
the hog and dairy cow produce thc 
most human food per unit of feed 
consumed, hence the trend of the na- 
tional appetite toward these products 
is in the interest of true economy. 

A slight increase in the consump- 
tion per capita of poultry products 
has occured since the war, which 
places that industry also in a rela- 
tively producing activities of the 
country,

THE OLD TIGER IS 88 


Living quietly at his home in La 
Vendee where he was born, Georges 
Clemenceau, “the old Tiger of France,’ 
88 years old on September 28, has 
almost dropped out of sight of the 
world in which he was one of thc 
most commanding figures only ten 
years ago, 

While his distinguished services ar 
a statesman of France, particularly 
during the World War, are well 
known, few perhaps are aware of 
the fact that he once sought his for; 
tune in the United States. 

Educated for the medical  pro- 
fession he came to New York 
1865, at the age of 24, and became a 
practicing physcian there, Failing 
in this venture, he devoted himself to 
teaching, but in this, too, he appears 
to have met with disappointment. 
After spending five years in Amer- 
ica he returned to France in 1870 
and immediately entered upon a 
political career, in which he attained 
world-wide fame, although he met 
with reverses on several occasions, 

He was a born fighter, and it was 
his determined and brilliant exploits 
in the political arena which earned 
for him his title of “ the tiger.” He 
was responsible for the downfall of 
many French ministries, and in his 
political battles he neither gave nor 
asked quarter. He was also editor 
of periodicals in which his vigorous 
articles added to his prestige, and 
he was the author of several booke 
and pamphlets, 

Although he has retained his men- 
tal vigor, he has taken no part what- 
ever in the political controversies of 
recent years, a remarkable circum- 
stance in view of his hitherto ag- 
gressive nature. Full of years and 
honors, he calmly awaits the in- 
evitable summons,

No Plebiscite On The un... 


Liquor Control Act 


Toronto.--Launching the first can: | 
monade of his political campaign, 
Premier G. Howard Ferguson an-| 
nounced before a monster guthering | 
here that there would be no plebis- 
cite under his administration on the 
Ontario liquor control act. 

“There will be no plebiscite so 
long as the Conservative party is in} 
power,” Premier Ferguson exclaim-| 
ed, “and I-happen to be the head of | 
the government. We are quite pre- | 
pared always to submit our record) 
to the public to have it criticized 
and discussed, and we must be pre- 
pared to accept our responsibility.” 

He went on: “The government | 
does not say the legislation is per- 
fect. Time and experience are go- 
ing to demonstrate its weakness® 
The Ontario liquor control act was 
admitted to be probably the best in 
the Dominion, It was administered | 
by a very capable board. 

“Let us try and improve any de- 
fects in the act as we go aling so 
that any evils which may exist may 


be eliminated,” Premier Ferguson! 
declared. 

‘T ar opposed in principle to 
plebiscites," the premier stated. 


“They are contrary to the principle 
of responsible government. A _pleb- 
iscite is a refuge behind which a 
government may hide from respon- 
sibility.” 

Premier Ferguson had caustic ref- 
erences for W. E. N. Sinclair, Lib-| 
eral leader, on the liquor question. 

“I see," the Ontario premier de-| 
clared, “Mr. Sinclair is a bit wobbly 
in his effort to follow the path of 
prohibition, I am not quite sure 
where he is or where he will land in! 
that respect. It appears to me the 
position he has taken is that the 
people have approved of the legis- 
lation; but Mr. Sinclair does not

SIGNIFICACE OF THE EXILE 
AND THE RESTORATION 
Golden Text: “The lovingkindness 
of Jehovah is from everlasting to 
everlasting upon them that fear 
Him, and His righteousness unto 
children's children,.”-—-Psalm 103.17, 
Before the destruction of Jerusa- 
lem, the prophet Ezekiel went into 
exile with the first deportation, and 
five years afterwards he was called 
to the prophetic office. It was a 


‘Severe arraignment of the peopie or 


Isracl that he was told to make in 
the name of the Lord, Ezekiel lived 
up to his responsibility. Do we live 
up to ours? It is one thing to have 
convictions, but quite another thing 
to have the courage of convictions. 
A responsibility calls for a response. 
Not to respond to the responsibility 
that righfully belongs to us is cow- 
ardly and base. 

The captivity was God's training 
school, where the exiles were given 
an opportunity to lament their re- 
belliousness and recognize their de- 
pendence upon Him, Jeremiah had 
prophesied that after seventy years 
were accomplished, God would visit 
and perform His good word toward 
them, in causing them to return to 
their home. The first opportunity for 
return from exile came in the first 
year of Cyrus, King of Persia. 
Jehovah stirred up the spirit of his 
king to make a proclamation permit- 
ting any who wished to go back and 
build the house of Jehoyah, 

The chief desire of the returning 
exiles was to rebuild the temple and 
re-establish their ancient worship. 
It was a great day when the founc..- 
tion of the temple was laid, vocal 
and instrumental music formed part 
of the ceremony, and joy reigned 
supreme, But while there was joy in 
all hearts, conflicting emotions filled 
the hearts of the old men who had 
known the glorious temple of Solo- 
mon, They were weeping as well as 
rejoicing. Life has many such scenes, 
when the bitter mingles with the 
sweet.

an interview here, “to take care of 
this year's crop as well as the large 
| hold-over from last year. If there 
| should be any congestion it will like: 
{ly be only tempérary. 


“The welfare of all Canada de- 
| pends on the farmer receiving a pro- 
| per price for his grain,” Mr, Ram- 
say said. “There has been some re- 
luctance overseas to pay the figure 
demanded, but this should not dis: 
courage the farmer in his desire tec 
| obtain an equitable return for his 
crop.” 

There was every indication that 
although this year's crop would not 
be large, it would be one of the best 
on record from a greding’” standa- 
point. “The bulk of the crop is grad- 
ing No. 1 and. No. 2,” Mr. Ramsay 
continued, “There is so little of the 
lower grades that the chief inspector 
has not enough of No. 4, 5 and 6 to 
composite samples for 
grading purposes,” 

The chief commissioner empha- 
sized the desirability of regulating 
the flow of wheat out of Canada, “It 
all the crop is moved within a few 
months it necessitates the rushing of* 
a large number of freight cars to 
western points with higher overhead 
fs a consequence,” he pointed out. 
‘If railway companies have to pro- 
vide for a sudden demand and cars 
are idle at other times of the year, 
there is sure to be a higher carriage 
rate,” 

Stabilization of grain prices from 
year to year is essential to the wel- 
fare not only of the western farmer, 
but to Canada as a whole, he de- 
clared The western farmer  pur- 
chases from the eastern manufactur- 
er and ‘stable prices make for finan- 
cial prosperity. One encouraging 
sign, Mr. Ramsay sald, was that bor 
rowings in the West had heen great- 
ly reduced in the last few years, and 
western banks were more and more 
able to finance the farmers from 
their own deposits. 

The Hudson Bay route will be as 
important from the standpoint of 
imports as from exports, Mr. Ram- 
say declared later, in an interview. 
Possibly the new route would have 
its greatest value in reduced trans~- 
portation rates on imports for tho 
western farmer. British manufac- 
turers would be in a better position 
to compete in prices and a_ pro- 
nounced increase in  intra-empire 
trade would result. 

“In my opinion,” Mr, Ramsay said, 
“the Hudson Bay route should he re- 
garded as a channel for bringing 
oversens products to the west, On 
their return voyages the boats will, 
of course, carry western grain. 

“Not only will the Canadian farm- 
er profit, but people in the North- 
western United States will be able 
to bring British goods in under bond, 
escaping the heavier rail@ay charg- 
es from Atlantic ports, Canadian 
transportation facilities would have 
the benefit of carrying outbound 
United States products as well, Hard 
spring wheats from North Dakota, 
Montana and Idaho are ready to 
market at the time navigation will 
be opened through Hudson Strait, 
Shippers cross the border are sure 
to take advantage of the lighter 
charges through the northern port.”
